Meet the Artists 


Highly sought after as a violinist and conductor 
in both Europe and North America, violinist 
KEVIN MALLON formed and became the 
music director of the Aradia Ensemble in 1995. 
As this group goes from strength to strength, 
with rave reviews for concerts and recordings 
Mr. Mallon has been invited to direct groups as 
diverse as Gamelan, contemporary opera, choirs 
and orchestras. Along with this, Mr. Mallon 
makes his speciality the Baroque period, 
working with period instruments.

Prior to moving to Canada to take-ep-pesitiens 
with-the_University of Toronto andthe 
Tafelmusik Baroque Orchestra, Mr. Mallon was 
active in both his native Ireland and throughout 
Europe. He was conductor of the Irish Baroque 
Orchestra as well as the musical director of the 
Harty Ensemble in Belfast (named after the Irish 
composer Hamilton Harty). In addition he 
conducted numerous orchestras and opera 
companies in Ireland including the Ulster 
Orchestra, Castleward Opera and the Choirs of 
the Irish radio —RTE. 


As astudent Mr. Mallon studied conducting with 
John Eliot Gardiner and Raymond Leppard and 
subsequently worked as a violinist in many of 
the best period instrument orchestras including 
Le Chapel Royal, Les Musiciens du Louvre and 
Gardiner’s English Baroque Soloists. In 1989 
he was selected as a member of the European 
Community Baroque Orchestra working under 
Ton Koopman and Roy Goodman. This led in 
turn to his appointment as concertmaster to the 
Paris-based Le Concert Spirituel and thence to 
William Christie’s Les Arts Florissants, also as 
concertmaster. 


Mr. Mallon has toured and made many 
recordings. With Les Arts Florissants he was 
involved in a tour of the Baltic states and the 
concert inaugurating the refurbishment of the 
Wigmore Hall in London. Also with this-group 
he led the orchestra for Campra’s dogg 
Rameau’s Castor and Pollux. He has also 
been featured on over 50 recordings for the 
Adda, Erato, Harmonia Mundi, Sony Classical 
and CBC labels. 


More recently Mr. Mallon has received 
international critical acclaim with his recordings 


for Naxos with the Aradia Ensemble. In 
addition to the eight recordings with Aradia, 
Naxos has invited him to direct a series of 20th 
century recordings with the Canadian Chamber 
Ensemble (Berg, Barber, Ligeti, Schnittke, 
Schoenberg and Stravinsky). He is also writing 
music for a cartoon and a documentary about 
Mother Teresa. In his spare time(!) he is a 
member of the Irish traditional group Dulaman. 


MARIE BOUCHARD is a graduate of McGill 
University and the Lille Conservatory in France. 
While in Europe, she participated in 
accompaniment workshops with Roy Goodman 
and Jos van Immerseel, through the European 
Community Baroque Orchestra. Since her 
return, te has been invited to accompany 
major enSembles such as the Montreal 
Symphony \Orchestra, Les Violons du Roy, 
Tafelmusik, the Toronto Consort, the Opera 
Atelier of Toronto, and the Studio de Musique

Marie Bouchard is also very active in the world 
of chamber music. In addition to concerts with 
her Ottawa-based ensemble Trillium Musicum, 
she appears as a guest artist with ensembles such 
as Capriole and Baroquen Voyces. Marie was a 
member of the quartet Les Boréades from 1991 
to 1998. She is also a frequent guest of summer 
festivals in Quebec City, Domaine Forget, 
Lanaudiére, Ottawa and Elora. These concerts 
can be heard regularly on CBC and 
Radio-Canada. 


This past July, Ms. Bouchard joined Aradia for 
a concert tour of New Zealand, where she 
performed both as an orchestral member and as 
a soloist. Whenever her schedule permits, Marie 
accompanies Early Music student recitals at 
McGill University and Université de Montréal. 


In his nd year under Raffi Armenian in the 
Maser in Conducting program, MISHA 
ROHAC is the Apprentice Conductor of the 
Mississauga Symphony, and the Music 
Director of the Slide Rule Trombone Ensemble. 
He began his studies with Tak-Ng Lai, and has 
since worked with renowned teachers such as 
Gustav Meier and Jorma Panula. Upon 
completion of his degree, he plans to pursue his 
career in the Czech Republic.
